In that conversation, it was agreed 
that sequence 17 of the computer readable copy of the sequence listing filed on July 19, 2006 
does, in fact, contain all 36 amino acids as shown in the paper copy of the sequence listing filed 
on July 19, 2006. Ms. Corrigan indicated that sequence 17 appeared to contain only 32 amino 
acids because of a computer-generated transformation during the Office's review of the sequence 
listing. 

As suggested by Ms. Corrigan in the September 27, 2006, phone conversation, Applicants 
have reviewed the sequence listing to confirm that each line contains no more than 72 characters, 
in accordance with 37 C.F.R. §1. 823(a)(1). In response to the Notification, Applicants have 
amended the <213> descriptions for sequences 13-17 to add the word "Sequence." In addition, 
Applicants have amended the <223> descriptions for sequences 13-17 to remove the words 
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"sequence" and "alignment/ 5 and replace them with the word "peptide," as suggested by Ms. 
Corrigan.
